PRC between 1967 and 1979 and pon -normalisation negotiatkxu between Washington and Beijing on Ac 
bsue of American amis sales c Taiwan. The annouied summaries of the sencr-tevd ex changes also 
document exchanges cm international poJiucaJ «nd defense issues of concern 10 the two govt^nmentx.

* Much of the NSC-controlled original source material for this analysis, primarily negotiating records, 
ww initially classified TOP SECRET, The decision to downgrade the clamficaiion of this study reflect! a 
number of considerations: that such negotiating records, as controlled by the Department of State, arc 
aormatjy handled at the SECRET level of classification; thai the sensitivity of the documents has declined 
somewhat with the passage of more than i decade; and that a smdy of these materials at the SECRET ievd 
would be more readily accessible-and there/ore of greater vtlue-io a brooder range of she ofTcial 
community.

by the documentary control procedures of the VS. go^mmcnc Each relevant igency-primaray the White 
House, the National Security Council, and the Depanmeou of State and Defease -has is own documentary 
control systems. The agencies iwrmalry do not exchange nefodning records . except ptrnapj on an informal 
or "bootleg* basis. There is no central repository of this negotiating record within the VS. government 
Moreover, within each agency there are various •levels" of documentary control For example, the 
Deportment of State's normal secret. level cables are given fairly wide internal circulation and extensive 
distribution in the field to relevant embassies and consulates, in contrast to the highly restricted "NODIS" 
(no distribution) channels at either secret or top-secret leveh of classification. Similarly, the National 
Security Council has a ■normal" system of documentary control, while particularly sensitive materials are 
handled in an "outside the system" accountability control p^Ms, or ia a 'rtally outside the system" flr 
totally unrecorded) manner. The White House, in addition, has a highly con ironed "back channcT system 
of teJcgratphic communications with VS. embassies abroad by which ambassadors can communicate 
directly with the President or bis National Securiry Adviser in a highly restricted and secure manner. 

Further complicating the problem of access to the full documentary record is the fact that over time 
decumcntary collections are dissipated, destroyed, or removed to various government libores or storage 
centers. As a result of the normal turnover of government officials and the limits of documenoay storage 
space there is probably not much more than a three- to five-year "insriuitional memory* of official 
documents readily available to operational officials at any given time. And it has become flirty standard 
practice for an administration, in its waning hours, to remove its politically most sensitive documents to the 
retiring President's library or. as In the case of the Kissinger collection, to the Library of Congress, where 
the material b subject to controlled access. Finally, much documentation, including transcripts of tdephone 
conversations, sensitive "back channel" telegraphic messages, or uncontrolled inemcranda, are virtually 
beyond retrieval except through extraordinary effort and highly controlled usage. 

The author of this chronology gained wihoriiod access to the record c/UJ.^CpoUoca; exchanges 
in pan because of the support of senior officials of the Reagan administration, in pan because of his prior 
exposure to most of this material as a sufT member of the National Securiry Council during (he yean 1971- 
1976 and subsequent work as a consultant to the NSC and the Departments of State and Defense, and 
because of the support of former senior officials who, in their formal roles in the decisionmaking and 
implementing process, created much of this negotiating record 

TV problems of gaining full documentary control have been partially compensated for by the growing 
corpcj of memo in prepared by former government officials, which draw opoo their own records as weD as 
their recollections of events a which they panic ipucd. Thii chronology drtwi upon a a#y extensive 
coUection of such memoirs (see Appendix A), which have been used to check and supplement the formal 
documentary record, b auction, more than 30 detailed kuerricwi were conducted with former senior 
officials involved in the development of Sino-Anicricac relations, both to check certain aspects of the 
formal record and to gain the officials* impressions of the manner in which Chinese officials manage the 
negotiating proccss-the primary concern of this project.

Tbe dironology is largely a record of tenior-levd oepxiaikns by ftrsioents, Secretaries of *me, 
Hational Sccuriry Advisers, and Assistant Sectaries cr Ambassadors acting on tehalf of their principals, b 

contains few references to exchanges between senior Ounese officials and Congressional captions, 
except where luch encounters contain especially important political 'signals/ And there are Emited 
inclusions of press naiements by Arnericac or Chinese leader where such public material waj dearly toed 
by the officials concerned o pan of the negotiating process. 

Toe crironology does not include detailed assessments of negotiating encounters by Cabinet-level 
officials (such u the Secretaries of the Treasury or Commerce) or other senior negotiators in the 
subjects under discussion are not relevant 10 the political formalization of U^. -PRC relations, inanagemem 
of the Taiwan asuc, or Sirv> American exchanges oo international poliucaJ and seoiriry issoes. Similarly, 
the chronology does not include much of the increasingly voluminous "middle -lever communication' 
between Chinese and American officials, which is largely relevant 10 the process of imptar«*ixA t policies 
set by their superiors, except in instances where such communications shed light on Chinese necotiaiinc 
practices. * 



PHASES IN THE EVOLUTION OF U-S.-P RC RELATIONS 

D* text below puts the period covered (1967-1984) hi a broader historical context of Sir*- American 
relations and cescribes briefly the periods, or phases of the U^.-PRC poCucaJ dialogue, Tbere are fiaiea 
differences m the political charaoer of these periods, as veil as variations fa the «yk of the negotiating 
process and the channels cf communication involved. 

In broadest terms, the VS. goverwnent's dealinp wiih the Ounest f>tunanisi mcvtmeni-wbxb 
after 1949 was ir^anjoruUxed as the government of the People's RepuNk: of Chha-faJI into four dtsinct 
Phases. The first covers the liberation- years, especially the 1930s and 1940s, when official contact 
*aj establish^ through the VS. Army's Duie MhaotT to the Com man 1st capital of Yanan during World 
War H, the Oimese Communis; Party mission ia the Nationalist Oiinese governmenTi wartime capital of 
Oiungldng (Chongqing), and after the defeat of Japan fa 1945, via a range of con acts with the scoHC-be- 
Jioonoas Communist authorities during the Civil War period (particularly the mission of General George 
C Marshall to tnediue the Communist-Naoocilisi dvil w»). 

The second phase is the rwo-decade period of adversarial coruVontation Croa the founding of the PRC 
m 1949 through the Korean War years, tbe miluary confrootadoa over Taiwan, and the Vietnam War

USE OP THIS CHRONOLOGY 

Thk annotated chronology has been designed lo be as simple and straightforward ts possible, but t 
few explanatory comments on the categories used (the date of an ercounier. the senior officials involved, 
and a swr^ary o( mi/or comments on the subjects discussed) win be hcJpruL 

Date. The dale of i particular meeting (and the time k w« recorded m the source cVxument) 
represent the actual encounier at the locale where Ucccurred. 17* recording or reporting date of a particular 
exchange, upon occasion, (ray be somewhat later than the meeting itself, but the documentary record almost 
always identifies the time and date of the meeting. 

In cenain negotiating situations, the time difference between Washington and Beijing* is important to 
ofKierstanding the evolution of a negotiation, This is particularly so in the negotiations of December 1978. 
when the United States initiated a rapid, last -minute exchange of communicator* between the two 
leaderships 10 make certain thai the Chinese government understood Che American position on «*. 
norma] in don arms sales lo Taiwan. 

The relative times of negotiaung exchanges being conducted via cable between Washington and 
Baj.ng can be accuracy identified by using the "Zulu" or Greenwich Mean Time notation m the date-time 
group record in a particular cable. 

Senior Officials. For brevity, and 10 minimize repetition, only Last names or surnames are used tt 
identify the senior spokesmen involved in an encounter. Other officials are nsaalrj in the room dunnx a 
negotiating seaion, but their names are not noted except where these individuals actively speak k a 
particular meeong. Full names and titles are noted only the firs time ae individual is identified is te 
fortkular tole. TTjus, Er^ger is ki^ 

and subsequently is referred to simply ts Kissinger, except for the entry of September 26, 1973 which b his 
first negotiating encounter in the role of Secretary of State. Appendix B contains I fisting of the fall names 
of the primary Chinese and American officials died in this chronology.
